The Socialists, who promised 
cheaper bread, are desperately op- 
posing an increase in the price of 
grains, while the bourgeoisie want to 
strengthen the farming classes.

KILL FIVE GIRLS 


New York, Oct. 23.—([{Special.]— 
American sailors stationed at the 
American School for Girls at Paradise, 
four miles from Smyrna, were fired 
upon by Turkish soldiers under Kemal 
Pasha, two of them being shot. The 
school was attacked. Five of the girl 
students were killed. 

Everybody connected with the school, 
men and women, were forced to strip 
off their clothing and were subjected 
to indignities and robbed of their valu- 
ables, according to Mrs. Amy W. Jen- 
nings, wife of a Y. M. C.-A. worker, 
who arrived today, a nervous wreck, 
on the Red Star liner Kroonland. Mrs. 
Jennings was an instructor at the 
school with her fusband. Mrs. Jen 
nings has lost thirty-five pounds and 
is under the care of a physician as the 
result of her experiences. 

The attack of the Turks on Smyrna 
was the blackest page In history, Mrs 
Jennings said. She said the real story 
never has been told and that fully 
20,000 persons lost their lives in the 
attack and resultant fire. Fifteen hun- 
dred refugees fled to the American 
school, and the Turks made severa! 
attacks upon the college in an effort 
to get these, as well as the 500 Armen- 
ian girl students who were quartered 
there she said.

“ON SHIP LIQUOR 


Dismisses Suits Brought 
by Ocean Lines. 


New York, Oct. 23.—([Special.)— 
Judge Learned Hand in the federal 
District court today dismissed the com- 
plaints brought by foreign and Amer- 
ican shipping linas who contested the 
ruling of Attorney General Daugherty 
prohibiting the bringing of alcoholic 
liquor, even under seal, into United 
States ports. 

The opinion of the court fully up 
holds the ruling of the attorney gen- 
eral and prohibits the carrying of 
liquors either for the use of the pas- 
sengers or as rations for the crew. 

In respect to the crew’s rations, 
however, Judge Hand grants a stay in 
the order of Mr. Daugherty pending 
an appeal to the higher courts on this 
point. 

Crews “Wet” for the Present. 

Foreign lines, in the meantime, will 
be allowed to enter port with liquor 
for their crews if the supply is suffi- 
cient only for the needs of the men on 
the return voyage. The ship owners 
must give bond of $25,000 to insure 
compliance with this regulation. 

Judge Hand's decision vacates the 
temporary stays granted by him and 
the order of Attorney General Daugh- 
erty becomes effective at once. The 
steamship lines will appeal the deci- 
sion to a higher court. 

“It is at bert a. delicate matter,” 
says Judge Hand in his decision, “for 
a judge to tie the hands of other pub- 
lic officers in the execution of their 
duties as they understand them, and 
the books are full of admonitions 
against doing so.

OUR RUSTIC INNOCENTS. 

Former United States Senator Lawrence Y. Sher- 
man tells the bar association of the Second dis- 
trict of Illinois that the new constitution’s pro- 
vision limiting Cook eounty representation in the 
legislature is wise. He argues that Chicago‘ now 
contains 47 per cent of the state’s population, and, 
if given equal representation, in a few years can 
control the affairs of the state. 

That is a popular view among downstate politi- 
cians. Why? Not because serious, intelligent 
thinkers fear the imposition of city evils upon 
their rustic innocence. It is because they desire 
to be factors in the controlling element, even if 
that element is a minority. 

No intelligent person believes Chicago's delega- 
tion in the state legislature would be unanimously 
bad because there may be bad spots and bad rep- 
resentatives in the city. If Mr. Sherman or his 
downstate friends sincerely advance such an argu- 
ment they would do well to look at a few facts. 

Chicago ha’ its Mayor Thompson, a product of 
the city. But the state has its Gov. Small, a prod- 
uct of downstate. Chicago had its race riot. So 
did Springfield and East St. Louis. Chicago has 
its labor sluggers, but never in their paimiest 
days have they staged such an atrocity as the 
Herrin massacre. Chicago has had its troubles 
with vice and gambling. Never have they reached 
depths proportionate to those recently revealed in 
Rock Island. 

No, Illinois outside Cook county is not all pas- 
It is as tainted with vice, and 
crime, and graft in proportion to its population as 
is Chicago. The city, on the other hand, is as 
notable for good works, for high minded citizens, 
and for capable men as are the rural districts. 
Morally and intellectually its peqple have the same 
right to representation and influence in the affairs 
ef the state as the people from any other section 
of the state. 

Expendiency may prevent such equality of repre- 
sentation, but justice cannot. We are growing 
very weary of the “ holier than thou” attitude of 

wnstate politicians. ‘THe spirit and work of de- 
cent Chicagoans is just ag valuable to the common- 
wealth as is the spirit and work of decent down- 
staters. The evils of vicious downstate interests 
are just as dangeroug as those of vicious Chicago- 
ans. Wisdom and intelligence in politics would 
draw the line thus between good and bad citizens,, 
not between one small division of the state and all 
the rest of the state. 


DAYS OF REAL SPORT. 


- A contrast which will appeal to most Americans 
is offered by the trace between the Canadian and 
Yankee fishermen. It is not a drifting match be- 
tween racing machines, with rough weather barred. 
We recall that one of the races for the America’s 
cup was called off on account of a half gale, but 
light winds were bitterly complained of when the 
fishermen gathered the other day at Gloucester and 
prayers were sent up by both contestants for heavy 
weather. 

In fact, the duel between Bluenose and Henry 
Ford is for blood. It is a contest of fighting men 
and fighting craft, ships and men who know what 
War, the ceaseless war of the great deep, is, and, in 
our opinion, it is worth all the America’s cup races 
sailed since the first historic victory in British 
waters. It is sport in its highest form, because it 


veloped to capacity. New York could qut its coal 
bill for public utilities and industrial enterprises 
to one-third of its present cost. There is available 
in that state 4,000,000 hydro-electric horsepowe¢f, or 
a saving of 34,000,000 tons of coal annually, The 
state is now saving 10,000,000 tons of coal annually 
through developing 1,300,000 hydro-electric horse- 
power. The country at large is eaving 50,000, aoe 
tons by. developing 10, 000,000 horsepower. 

When “we remember that this vast development 
has all taken place within the working lifetime of 
Edison we may appreciate the probability of a 
rapid extension of the work to the limit suggested 
by Steinmetz. We would then have the coal opera- 
tors, and to some extent the railroads, where we 
want them. No coal strike could stop production, 
no railroad strike prevent transportation of fuel. 
Prices would be reasonable and supplies adequate 
and regular. 

It is a development which is coming because it 
is economically sound. Coal men who make us 
trouble and charge us exorbitant prices now will 
hasten the day as they emphasize the need. Mafiu- 
facturers and domestic consumers can help to 
hasten it if. they will learn the obvious lesson and 


make use of it. 


NAVY DAY. 


Friday of this week has been designated by the 
secretary of the navy as Navy day, the object being 
to fix, if possible, the thought of the American 
people upon the problems’ ‘of our defense upon the 
sea. We have dedicated special days to other good 
causes, but to none that is more worthy than na- 
tional defense, and to none which calls more 
urgently at this time fer the nation’s consideration. 

At this time, because it is known that at the 
next session of congress an attempt will be made, 
under the specious pretense of economy, to cut the 
navy down to an even lower footing than it rests 
on today. Any citizen who gives serious study and 
consideration to naval facts and to our interna- 
tional situation will realize that suéh action-ds a 
blow at our national security and will place our 
country ina state of Gefengelessnens whieh we can- 
not. afford to occupy. + 2

On Making Cocoa. 


One of the.text books on cooking 
“ The, so-called 
soluble cocoag are finely ground; and 
therefore mix readily with water, re- 


maining in suspension for some time, 
but the cocoa itself is not dissolved.”’ 
Have you not had what I label “drug 
store cocoa”? It is made by pouring 
some boiling water over some powdered 
cocoa. It is vapid, unattractive stuff. 
Its only value is its heat. The one who 
made it, having a chance to boil wa- 
ter, could have cooked that cocoa. He 
could have hastened matters by adding 
only one-fourth of the water he was 
going to use to the cocoa, stirring this 
mixture rapidly and constantly over 
the fire, and then after it was cooked 
adding the rest of the water, boiling. 
It would soon cook to a thick paste, 
and for digestion’s sake, can be cooked 
after that, but the stage is far better 
than the stage of suspension.

Have you ever noticed the cups after 
some sorts of home made cocoa have 
been served? Did they hot contain 
quite a sediment? They often do. The 
cocoa was merely suspended in the 
drink and some of it settled to the bot- 
tom before it was all consumed. If 
the cocoa had been cooked, there would 
have been no grains to settle. They 
can be cooked to a paste which has 
no more grains than does cream.
